In  this  typical  rural  p.rea,  the  occupation  of  the 
inhabitants  does  not  materially  cha,nge  from  year  to  year,  neither  do 
the  chief  industries  oa,rried  on  in  the  a.rea,.  These  matters,  hp.ving  been 
dealt  with  in  previous  reports,  do  not  need  enlarging  here, 

UNEMPLOYMENT ; - 

As  there  have  been  no  new  mp.jor  schemes  cut  out  for  the 
relief  of  the  above  during  the  year,  and  general  conditions  appear  the 
same,  I cpjinot  find  that  there  is  any  a,pprecip.ble  cha,nge  in  the 
incidence  of  unemployment  in  the  area.  The  health  of  the  unemployed  and 
their  rela,tives  does  not  a,ppear  to  have  suffered  a.t  p-11  - they  appep.r 
just  as  healthy  as  other  members  of  the  population.

============  Staff,  and  Genera.1  Provision  of  Health  Services. 


The  Staff  of  Health  Officers  for  the  Council  has  not  changed. 
There  is  also  no  change  to  report  under  the  headings  La.boratory, 
Ambulances,  Home  and  District  Nursing,  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics, 
Hospitals  - public  and  voluntarj^.  There  is  one  improvement  which  we  i 

would  like  to  see  come  a.bout  - and  tha,t  is  ?.n  increase  in  the  beds  | 

available  for  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  County  Isolation  Hospital,  There  have  | 
been  mpny  cases  refused  admission  due  to  lack  of  accommodation,  with  the 
consequent  spread  of  scarlet  fever  in  the  homes. 

SECTION  C, 

==========  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i).  WATER ; 

The  reniarks  included  in  previous  reports  relating  to  the 
inadequate  v^ater  supplies  throughout  the  district,  still  '’pply. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  two  water  ma,in  extensions 
were  made  at  Rhosneigr,  thus  providing  for  outlying  properties,  and 
three  public  wells  were  reconstructed.  Twelve  additional  premises  have 
been  connected  to  the  mains  at  Rhosneigr,  and  four  at  Valley. 

A start  has  a,lso  been  ma,de  on  the  construction  of  new 
wells,  or  the  reconstruction  of  existing  wells  under  the  scheme 
submitted  and  in  respect  of  which  a,  grant  has  been  provisionally  made. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  five  wells  were  on  the  point  of  completion, 
and  others  a.bout  to  be  commenced.  On  completion,  the  wells  will  be 
subject  to  a,  pumping  test  to  ascertain  the  daily  yield,  and  samples  of 
the  water  will  be  submitted  for  bacteriological  ^-nd  chemical  examination. 

The  whole  scheme  dePvls  with  twenty-seven  wells  and  the 
work  is  being  done  by  direct  labour.  In  some  cases,  the  Council  have 
been  fortunate  to  have  the  required  la,nd  dedicated  free  of  charge,  in 
other  cases  the  purchase  price  has  been  small,  and  in  a few  other  cases 
it  v/ill  be  necessary  to  resort  to  compulsory  powers  before  the  required 
land  can  be  obtained. 

In  Holyhead  Rural,  where  wa,ter  is  supplied  by  a private 
compa,ny,  the  pressure  in  one  locality  was  very  satisf Factory , but  on 
representations  being  made  to  the  Company,  the  defect  wa,s  remedied. 

No  progress  has  been  made  to  eliminate  the  objectionable 
taste  and  odour,  due  to  the  algal  growths  which  exist  naturally  in  the 
sources  of  local  public  water  supplies.  No  bp.cteriological  or  chemical 
examination  of  water  supplies  were  made  during  this  year. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewrage.  Only  two  short  lengths  of  new  sewers  have 

“been  laid  at  Rhosneigr,  and  the  sea  outfall  of  the  system  at  this 
vilTage  was  satisfactorily  repaired  after  the  great  dama,ge  during  a 
severe  storm  last  year, 

A Public  Inquiry  was  held  in  connection  with 
the  Council's  application  to  borrow  money  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a sewerage  system  at  Trearddur  Bay.  An  objection  was 
lodged  against  the  proposed  outfa,ll,  but  the  application  v;as  granted 
without  modification,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  work  will 
early  in  the  nev/  year. 

Fifteen  existing  premises  throughout  the 
district  hp.ve  been  provided  with  new  drainp^ge  systems.  Ov/ing  to  absence 
of  sewers  in  built  up  p,rea.s,  grea,ter  progress  with  improved  drainage  is 
not  possible. 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS,  There  has  been  no  known  pollution  of  Rivers  or 

Streams  in  the  ares,  during  the  Year.  This  is 
due,  most  probably  to  the  p.bsence  of  Ip.rge  fp.ctories  and  major 
industries  in  the  District.

Owing  to  the  delay  in  acquiring  the  land,  building  operations 
in  connection  with  the  26  new  houses  in  the  Parish  of  Holyhead  Rural  to 
rehouse  tL  displaced  persons  from  four  confirmed  Clearance  Areas  have 
not  yet  been  commenced,  but  there  is  every  indication  that  the  worh 
csb'^n  bp  commoncod  sarlv  in  th©  now  ysar. 

sh.ll  be  19  additional  Clear^iice  '^reas  have 

been  declared  and  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  confirmation.  These 
pre^s  pre  scattered  throughout  the  district,  and  provide  for  the 
clearance  of  81  unfit  houses,  displacing _ 300  persons.  Demolition  Ord^r 
have  also  been  made  in  respect  of  24  Individual 
disul'^cine  136  persons.  This  gives  105  houses  to  be  demolished,

SECTION  E.  Inspection  and  supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  There  is  no  great  progress  to  report  under  this 

heading.  Owing  to  pressure  of  other  work,  the  number  of 
inspections  is  comparatively  low;  nevertheless  some 
improvements  to  cowsheds  and  dairies  have  been  fcecorded,  a-nd  three  new 
cowshed.s  s-nd.  dairies  ha,ve  been  erected.  Owing  to  the  plight  of  the 
farming  industry  in  Anglesey,  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Order  is  becoming  difficult. 

Samples  of  ordinary  milk  are  not  taken  by  this  Council, 
for  the  purpose  of  examination  for  bacterial  count  or  the  presence  of 
tubercle  ba.cilli. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  1936, 

The  provisions  of  the  above  Order  are  now  p.dministered  by  the  Coimty 
Council,  p.nd  licences  to  produce  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  were  granted 
to  five  dairies  in  this  District,  and  "Accredited”  Milk  licences  to 
two  other  dairies.  The  official  sampling  of  milk  from  these  da,iries  is 
now  done  by  the  staff  of  the  County  Council.

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Meat : Thirty-six  slR,ughter houses  occupied 
by  43  butchers  in  which  meat  is  prepared  for  human  consumption  were 
licensed  during  the  year,  this  being  a reduction  of  two  in  number 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  Small  improvements  liave  been  made 
to  a few,  but  the  general  conditions  are  the  best  possible  linder 
existing  circumstances,  . 

Owing  to  the  scattered  population  of  the  premises 
throughout  the  district,  and  the  fact- that 'slaughtering  takes  place 
in  practically  all  of  them  at  the  same  time,  the  strict  supervision 
of  the  process  and  the  ante  and  post  mortem  inspection  of  all  animals 
is  impossible,  and  this  year  only  approx ima-tely  2f5%  were  actually  * 

inspected,  as  shewn  in  the  following  table

There  are  nine  premises  where  meat  products  are  manufa-ctured, 
and  twenty-three  retail  meat  shops,  a-11  of  which  are  well  kept.  There 
is  greater  tendency  to  deliver  and  retail  meat  direct  from  vehicles 
in  which  case  control  is  most  difficult.  Offences  with  imported  meat 
have  been  at  a minimum. 

There  is  no  mea,t  marking  scheme  in  this  area,  and  53 
slaughtermen  were  licensed  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  13, 
an  increase  of  six  in  number  over  the  previous  year.

Little  comnBnt  is  necessary  regarding  shops,  as  they 
are  well  kept,  and  are  generally  conducted  by  the  owners  themselves. 
Some  tinned  foods  were  destroyed  and  a small  quantity  of  vegetables* 
and  fruit.  The  fourteen  bakehouses  are  in  good  condition  and  clean. 

In  all  cases  where  unsound  meat  s,nd  other  foods  were 
found,  it  was  voluntarily  surrendered  for  destruction. 

( c ) Adulteration  etc. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  etc  are  administered 

by  the  County  Council. 

( d)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food, 

No  samples  were  submitted  for  examination, 

(e)  Nutrition. 

There  have  been  no  steps,  by  lectures  or  otherwise, 
to  spread  knov/ledge  about  nutrition,  taken  in  the  area.  On  the  whole, 
especially  emphasised  by  a^ttendance  at  Baby  Clinics,  the  nutrition 
of  children  in  the  area  has  reached  a good  average  standard. 

(f)  Shell-fish.  Molluscs.n. 

Only  limpets  and  periwinkles  are  foimd 
along  the  coast  of  this  district,  but  not  in  abundant  quantities. 

They  are  not  liable  to  pollution  a,nd  it  has  not  been  necessary  to 
take  action  under  any  of  the  Shell-fish  Regulations,

Many  of  the  Sce,rlet  Fever  cases  have  occurred  in  the  same  house, 
there  being  no  beds  to  receive  the  first  cases  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  The  tree.tment  of  the  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  cases 
has  not  altered  in  recent  years,  and  no  Schick  or  Dick  Tests  are 
taken. 

4.  (a)  Prevention  of  Blindness .

No  action  under  these  two  sections  has  been  taken  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts,
